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In the DescriptlQn: 

Page 17, between lines 12 and 13 cancel the Amendment of January 27, 2006 
and substitute therefor 

— Referring to Fia. 1> in a first step 10 when a user makes a request for system 
access, the controller generates a challenge phrase, i.e. the n-dimensional parameter, 
from a number (n) of possible random one-time challenge phrases. 

In a second step 11. the controller requests the user to speak the phrase, 
collects the response made bv the user and generates a signal representative of the 
spoken phrase, i.e. a biometric Identifier representative and the words that are spoken.
